Veteran Programs and Benefits Outreach: We have been keeping active on getting the
word out about Veteran Benefits and seek additional ways to help spread the word.

Vandeyacht reported that he plans to have the revised policy for the emergency aid grant
to be ready for review by the next meeting.

New Business: County Fair Booth: Vandeyacht reported that the Green Lake County
Fair is approaching and the next big ticket program. He has started building a few props
to grab attention this year. The goal remains the same as in the past. 10 New Veterans
that are not already in our county system.




The Spring CVSOAW Training conference was from 8-12 April down in Racine. There
are many expected changes in VA programs slated for later this year and the conference
was great in that it brought all of the CVSO’s up to speed on what to expect. The fall
conference will be in Dane County 16-20 September. Both Vandeyacht and Robin will be
out of the office for the fall conference.

Service Office Report: Vandeyacht reported that contacts for 2019 have held steady
from last year. Veteran appointments requiring transportation has seen several new
Veterans using the program. We are working hard on bringing greater exposure to the
program.

Vandeyacht reported that he will attend WICVSOA training conferences are of
significant value. The training will be mostly on Federal VA programs and benefits and
is required for him to maintain accreditation. They also bring exposure to some
minimally used programs and expected changes.
